Residents of the Holly­ 

wood Riviera area thin 
week were cautioned hy 
the Torrance Police Dept.

Officers stated that ci­ 
tations will be issued for 
the offense, which is a vio­ 
lation of both the Califor­ 
nia Vehicle Code and a 
city ordinance.

Steam Scalds 
Two, Another 
Burned by Tar

Three Torrance workmen were critically burned yes­ 
terday in two widely separated industrial accidents.

Yesterday afternoon two employees at Dow Chem­ 
ical, 305 Crenshaw Blvd.. were scalded when a pipeline 
they were working on broke, engulfing them in live 
stea m.

Ralph Thompson, 2545 Si­ 
erra Ave., Torrance was 
burned from his chest to 
his feet, while his co-work­ 
er, whose back was burned, 
Was scalded from his shoul­ 
ders to his feet.

The two were pulled from 
the area by other employees 
who then called an ambu­ 
lance. Their condition was 
listed as critical by Little 
Company of Mary physi­ 
cians.

In a second accident, a 
young workmen attempted 
to gain his balance yester­ 
day morning but, instead,

a vat of boiling tar 
over himself.

Kenneth Jacobs. 26, of 
Santa Fe Springs, was work­ 
ing on a roof at 540 Maple 
St., when he stepped into a 
hole covered by roofing 
felt. Tn an effort to regain 
his balance the workman 
grabbed the container of tar. 
Temperature of the viscous 
stuff was estimated at 400 
degrees.

Taken to little company 
of Mary Hospital, he was 
treated for burns over most 
of his body. His condition 
was also listed as critical.

Billy Remain Smith Fails 
In Request for New Trial

Hlly Romnin Smih. 21. convicted in Long Beach Su­ 
perior Court on charges of kidnaping and assault, failed 
in his attempt to gain a new trial yesterday.

Superior Court Judge Beach Vasey, in overruling the 
request for a new trial, upheld the previous conviction 
and the sentence of life im­
prisonment without parole 
or probation.

Attorneys for the defense 
grimly stated that they 
would take the case to the 
appellate court as soon as 
possible to seek a reversal.

Stating that his client's 
constitutional rights to fair 
trial had been "violated in 
several ways" Defense At­ 
torney Robert K. Krause 
pointed out, this was only 
the "first step" in gaining 
exoneration for the youth 
and that "we have plenty of 
help now."

Krause apparently allud­ 
ed to the ACLU, an organi­ 
zation of conservative attor­ 
neys and laymen interested 
in protecting the constitu­
